THIS ASSIGNMENT (this "Assignment"), effective as of December 17, 2002 
(the **Effective Date"), is by and between Wamer-Lambert /company, a Delaware Corporation 
("Assignor"), and Tetra Holding (US), Inc., a Delaware corporation ("Assignee"). 

A. WHEREAS, Pfizer, Inc. ("Pfizer"), through certain of its Affiliates has 
sold the capital stock of certain of its Subsidiaries related to the Business and certain Affiliates of 
Assignor have sold certain assets related to the Business to the Assignee in accordance with a 
certain Stock and Asset Purchase Agreement dated November 5, 2002 (the "Stock and Asset 
Purchase Agreement") and entered into between Pfizer and Holly Beteiligungs GmbH & Co.

and/or payable to Assignor, for all countries, jurisdictions and political entities of the world, 
along with the right to sue for past, present and future infringements, in and to all the Properties, 
and corresponding counterpart foreign patents and patait applications, with respect to which, and 
to the extent to which, Assignor now has or hereafter acquires the right to so assign, convey, 
transfer and dehver.
